\. clammy Phlegm, which Symptom does not only 
afrighten the Patient, but alſo impoſes upon the 
Phylitian, eſpecially if he be unwary, and induces 
him to believe that this effe&t will make way for a 
Conſumption, tho” I have obſerv'd that the thing 
is not ſo very dangerous. In this caſe I order the 
Patient to drink old Malago, or Muſcadine with a 
Toaſt, which ( corroborating the Craſis of the 
Blood, much weakned by the foregoing Fever, and 
by conſequence unable to aſſimulate the juices of the 
meat lately eaten_ takes off that Symptom in the 
ſpace of few days, as I have often experienc'd. 

By this method which I have propos'd, the lick 
will be ſecur'd from many afftetts and Symptoms 
Which are wont to be attributed to Malignity ; for 
nothing is more common with unskilful Phyſitians 
Than to. put the fault upon malignity: When by 
cooling Medicines, and the unſeaſonable uſe of 
_ Clyſters, they have ſo relax'd the Crafis of the 


Blood, and ſo weakn'd Nature in performing the 


Deſpumation of it, that Faintings and other Sym- 
ptoms ( which are indeed genuine effects of ſuch 
ximpediments occaſion'd by Art ) happen. But if 
the Diſeaſe by its long continuance free it ſelf 
from this . aſperſion, then what ever afterwards 
obſtructs the Cure , is attributed to the Scur- 
vy ; tho' in truth neither the Symptoms which hap- 
pen'd while the Diſeaſe was in its vigor, were the 
effects of Aalignity, nor thoſe which happen 1n its 
declination of the Scxrvy, but both proceed from 
ill management, as I have often obſerv'd. Not

only that theſe affeftions are many times nnde- 
ſervedly blam?d-: 

If the Fermentation proceed well, there will be 
a perfect Deſpumation of the Morbific matter 
within the time aforeſaid ; but if cooling Reme- 
dies or Clyſters have been given too late, the Fe- 
ver will continue much longef, eſpecially in very 
ancient Men ill manag'd by the Phyſitian. I have 
been ſometimes call'd to ſuch, after they have la- 
bour?d under a, Fever forty days or more, and 
have try*d all things to induce Deſpumation to 
the Blood, but. it was ſo much weaken'd, partly by 
old Age, and partly by Clyſters and cooling Medi- 
cines, that I cou'd not attain my end either by 
Cordials or any other Corroborating Medicines ; 
but either thtir Fever ſtood its ground, or if 
otherwiſe it ſeem*'d to ceaſe, the Patients ſtrength 
was very low and in a manner gone. 

But other Remedies being unſucceſsfully ns'd, L 
have been often forc'd to take this courſe, and in- 
deed with very good ſucceſs, viz. I have apply'd 
the brisk heat of young People to the Sick.

Patient, if not from all, yet at leaſt from 
molt of . thoſe Symptoms which are either wont 
to acconipany the Fever or to come after it, and 
which render the Phyſitian doubtful and at 210ſs 


in the courſe of the Cure, and often deſtroy his 


Patient, tho' the nature of the Diſcaſe does not 
ſeem deadly. But for as rhuch as ſuch accidents 
often happen, either becauſe the Sick neglected to 
call the Phyſitian in time, or by reaſon of the un-

liar Cure, but will only confine my ſelf to thoſe

'too ; and this may be done by giving ſome” Narco- | 


tick. Medicine in a large doſe'; for tho? when the - 
Fever is at the height thoſe things that are'of 'a 
Narcotic quality do no good; nor anſwer-the Phy- 
ſitians end, yet being given ſeaſonably at the de- 
clination of the Diſeaſe are very beneficial ; but 
before they can do no good, partly becauſe they 
can't ſtop the force of Fermentation, tho": they 
are given in the largeſt doſe; and partly which 
truly is moſt conſiderable ; becauſe the Peccant 
matter at that time equally mixt with the Blood, 
and not yet tending to ſeparation is reſtrained by

that "tis moſt certain, from a faithful and due cot- 
teftion of: many obſervations, that Laudamim or 
any other Narcotics in the beginning, increaſe, or 
ſtate of this Feyer does no good for the quelling 
of this Symptom, but as it often happens does 
harm ; Þut. in the declination of the Diſeaſe, *cis 


us'd ſucceſsfully in 'a moderate Doſe. I once us'd 


a Narcotic on the twelfth day of the Diſeaſe not 
in vain, but I never knew it given ſooner with 
any ſucceſs ; but- if the uſe of it be deferr'd till 
the fourteenth dey, 'twill do the better, ſeparati- 
on then being more perfect, neither indeed does 
this delay ( tho? this dreadful Symptom does very 
much afrighten the by-ſtanders |) preſently kill , 
for I have often obſerv'd, that it cou'd and was 
wont to bear a truce, till 'twas ſeaſonable to uſe 
Narcotics, if care was taken that the Intemperies 
begun, was not heighthen'd too much by Cordials 
and hot Medicines ; in which caſe the Patient dies 
ſuddenly. ' The Narcotics which I am wont to 
uſe, are either London Laudanum, from one Grain 
to one Grain and a half, or the following,

Narcotic whatever. - 

It often happens that the Sick is vext |, ih 


- with a Cough, through the whole courſe 
_ of the Diſeaſe, to wit, the maſs of Blood being 


in a commotion, and raging violently ; all things 


,now tending to Sedition, it comes to paſs that-the 


Humors let looſe and flowing from' the maſs of 
Blood, by. the veſſels of the Lungs, or alſo by an 
Apertion of them, are caſt upon the inner -Mem- 
brane of the Aſpers Arteria, to wit, the thinner, 
being of exquilite ſenſe; and hence the. Cough 
ariſes, which is firſt dry, becauſe the matter being

ſtand, nor learn by experience, why we:ſhou'd ab-- 


ſtain from the-uſe of this Oyl ( which we have 
now mention'd-) in Fevers, to wit; becauſe *ris 
-inflamable, and therefore to be fear'd leſt it ſhow'd 
increaſe the Fever : ; for ſ{appoſe it naturally hot, 
yet certainly its heat is not ſo great, but that the 
advantage. of it upon another account may com- 
penſate for it, for cis manifeſtly more Pectoral 
than other things, and” opens and Lubricates the 
paſſages and promotes ExpeQoration, by which (e- 
ſpecially if it happen to be large ) the Blood 1s 
both freed from 'a troubleſfom Humor, :now con- 
veniently evacuated ' and alſo ſomewhat + cool'd. 
And therefore F am not much concern'd when at 
any time I perceive this SymPtom intervenes, for 
by it the Patient 1s not a little relieved.

For tho? theſe and other ſuch things may /be us'd 
according to the. prudence and advice of Phyſiti- 
ans, yet the main-huſineſs 1s to bridle the Ebulli- 
tion of the - Blood, with ſome fit Medicine that 


may ſtop the force of it ruſhing upon every preci- 
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pice. Indeed if. the Symptom be conſider'd . apart, 
thoſe things which we have mention'd before, eſpe- 
cially Bleeding, are proper enough ; neither wou'd 
I doubt to uſe them, but truly they don't ſuffici- 
ently anſwer the cauſe of this Symptom, at leaſt 
if you except Bleeding ; and really *tis as rational

This is 
carefully to be noted, that this and all other im- 
moderate Hemorrhages have this peculiar to them- 
ſelves, that aſſoon as they are ſtopt, by what 
means ſoever it be, the Patient is in danger of a 
relapſe, if. ſome lenitive Purge be not given ; and 
therefore we muſt Purge, tho' (with reſpeCt to the 
ſeaſon of the Fever ) it is wont and ought to be

. * But, perhaps ſome one will object that it ſeems 
more proper. eſpecially at the declination-of the 
Diſeaſe, that the. Diarrhea if it happen, ſhou'd ra- 
ther be permitted than ſtopr, for as much as that 
Flux 1s ſometimes critical, and carries off the Diſ- 
eaſe : Tanſier, that I don't deny, but that ſome- 
times the Fever 1s carried off this way, but this ſo 
{eldom happens that we may not depend upon it, 
and that account (in which having ſpoke generally 
of the Cure of all Fevers, we endeavoured to prove 
the neceſlity of the ſtopping this Flux ) is alſo here 


much to the purpoſe ; and nowthis is to be added, 


and-in my Opinion ?*tis worth obſerving, to wit, 


that for a genuine Depuration of the Blood, *tis 


not-.only neceſſary that there, be a Secretion of 
ſome parts by the.Feces, but it 1s requiſite alſo: that 
others like Flowers be ſeparated; which is daily per- 
ceiv/d in other Rich and Heterogenious Liquors ; 
wherefore if we too much indulge the Diarrhaa, 
the, Depuration fo much defir'd wouwd be only im- 
perfect, and perchance that which ſhou'd be caſt 
out laſt won'd be Secreted firſt. Truly I confeſs 
that ſeparation by Flowers being made' ( which by 
the by is perforn-d gradually and inſenſibly, and 
more commonly by large perſpiration rather than 
by manifeſt ſweat ) the 'P;arrhea if it ſhowd chance 
to happen will not be very dangerous ; but *tis to 
be noted that then it happens upon no other ac- 
count, but becauſe purging to carry off the Fces 
was not opportunely preſcrib'd, which Faces in- 
deed by their continuange growing malignant, 
| h provoke 
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reckond among the Symptoms that come 
upon Fevers, becauſe violent Vomitings, 
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provoke now the Inteſtines to Excretion; 
nothing that that Liquid conliſtence of the Ex- 
crements, ( for ſo they are moſt commonly ) ſuf- 
ficiently indicates, that 'tis not to be accounted a 
critical Solution of the Diſeaſe.

which ought to be contracted from the Superior to- 


wards the Inferiour, are drawn to the Superior ; 
and whatſoever 1s contained in the - Inteſtines, is 
not protruded to the Belly, but towards the Sto- 
mach, and is violently regurgitated to the mouth ; 
{o that Clyſters, how ſharp ſoever, become vomi- 
tive ; and alſo Cathartics, taken by the mouth, | 
are ſuddenly caſt up by Vomit: And in my opin- 
on, the exquiiit. and intollerable pain coming up- 


- -*onthis Diſeaſe, is only occaſioned by the foreſaid 


prepoſterous motion of the Inteſtines. For 'whereas 
thoſe Folds which the many circumvolutions. of 
the Inteſtines make, are ſo form'd by Nature, that 
they ſhould moſt fitly conduce to the carrying 
down of the Fzces, when they. I ſay, are forc'd 
to give way to. a motion contrary to their Fi- 
bres, the aforeſaid pain is occaſion'd from thence, 
which is fixed to- one part, and 1s like+the bo- 
ring of an Auger, when either the Valve, which is 
placed at the beginning of the Colon, hinders the 
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"eg back of | the Excrements to the Ileon, or any 
other Membrane belonging to the Sims, ſuſtains 
alone the force of this prepoſterous-Impulke. 

We may aſlign a two-fold cauſe of this Inver- 
verſion, from whence that pain ariſes, viz. Ob- 
ſtruction and Irritation. 

Firſt therefore, whatever violently obſtrutts 
the Inteſtines, ſo that nothing can paſs down- 
wards, neceſſarily produces this contrary motion 
in them. Among theſe, Authors are wont to reck- 
on the Exccements harden'd, groſs wind collefted 
in a great quantity, and tying up as it were 
the Inteſtines, the conitriction of them in a Rup- 
ture ; and laſtly, an Inflammation, and other 

reat Tumours which ſtop up the internal Cavity 
of the Inteſtine. In the mean time we muſt not 
deny, that this contrary motion, owing its riſe 
to theſe cauſes, 15 rather to be accounted the mo- 
tion of the things taken in, than of the Inteſtines : 


Neither. is this an inverſion of the whole du of 


the Inteſtines, bur only of thoſe which are ſituated 
above the ſeat of that obſtruction ; - wherefore 
I call an 1hac Paſſion proceeding hence, Spuriows. 
Secondly, I think that in the 1hac Paſſion the 
cauſe of the inverſion of the periftaltic motion 
of the Inteſtines, is moſt commonly afrer this 
manner, viz. Sharp and malignant humours are 


caſt upon the Stomach, and the Guts that are - 


riext to it, by the Blood raging on the account 
of the Fever begun of late, by which the motion 
of the Stomach is firſt inverted, and forc*d vio- 
lently to caſt up what 1s contained in it; at length 
the ſmall puts thar are join'd to the Stomach be- 
ing weakned, yield to the violent motion of it, and. 
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with them at laſt the greater follow- by. content” 
the Stomach vomiting, leading 'as it were the 
Dance. | This I call the true 7hac Paſſion, and which 
is treatad of now: "The Method. of curing, it has 
been hitherto in a manner nnknown, whatever 
ſome boaſt of the uſe of @aick-ſilver and Bullets, 
which beſides that they do little good, are oft very 
injurious. I have ſucceſsfully us'd this method. 
When it appears by Clyſters caſt vp by the 
mouth, and other ſigns, that 'tis a true 1hac Paſ- 
ſoon, 1 endeavour theſe three things : Firſt, That 
the contrary motion of the Stomach, which cauſes 
the like motion of the Guts, may be hindred. Se- 
condly, That the Inteſtines being weakned by 
the ſharp humour, may. be corroborated. Third- 
ly, Fhat the Stomach and Guts be freed from 
thoſe Humours ; and that I may anſwer theſe In- 
dications, I inſtitute the Cure after this manner : 
Firſt, I preſcribe one Scruple of Salt of Wormwood 
in aſpoonful of Juice of Lemons to be taken morn- 
ing and evening : But at other times of the day 
] order ſome ſpoonfuls of Mint-water without Su- | 
gar, or any thing elſe to be taken twice in an 
hour, by the repeated. uſe of which alone, the 
vomiting, and the pain ariſing from thence will 
ſoon vaniſh. At the ſame time I order a live - 
Kitling to lie continually upon the naked Belly : 
But after the pain and vomiting has wholly 
ceas*d for the ſpace of two or three days, 1 give 
one Dram of the Pill Coch. Maj. diſſolved in Mint- 
water, which I alſo order to be us'd very. often all 
the time of the working of the Pills, that I may 
the more certainly hinder the return of the vo- 
miting : Neither is the Kitling to be remov'd 
before the Patient has taken the Pills. F 
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64. | Of the continual Fever , 
= I4nfe obſetv'd that 'tis to no purpoſe to give theſe 
Pills, or any other Cathartics, how ſtrong ſoever, 
until the Stomach 1s ſtrengthned, and reduced to 
is natural motion , and the Guts alſo to that 
which 1s proper to them : For otherwiſe all Ca- 
thartics taken inwardly would prove emetic, and 
fo do more hurt than good:;; and therefore [1 
don't uſe purging Medicines, until for ſome time FT 
have usd thoſe Medicines which reſpect the Sto- 
mach. 

I preſcribe a very thin Diet, for I allow only 
ſome ſpoonfuls of Chicken broath to be taken twice 
or thrice a day ;. in the mean while I order the Pa- 
tient to keep his bed all the time of the Sickneſs, 


_ till the ſigns of perfect health appear; and when 


he 1s well I appoint him to perſiſt in the uſe of the 
foreſaid water, for a long time, and to keep his 
Belly warm with Flannels doubl'd, that there may 
not be a relapſe, to which this Diſeaſe 1s more,ob- 
nox1ous than any other. 

My.whole method of Curing this Diſeaſe, con- 
liſts of theſe few things, which I truſt will not be 
deſpis'd by any Judicious Perſon, by reaſon of its 
{\mplicity, and want of Rhetorick, and pomp of 
Medicines. And theſe are the Symptoms that are 
wont to happen in this Fever, there are ſome others 
which I will not now mention, partly becauſe they 
are of leſs moment, and partly becauſe they don't 


require a peculiar way of Cure, for the Fever be- 


ing well treated they go off of themſelves. And ſo 
much for the continual Fever of this Conſtitution 
and of its Symptoms.
